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At the time the club decided, and 
time has proven that decision 
correct, to maintain its youth 
policy; to give regular first team 
berths to some of the promising 
kids coming through the youth 
ranks. 

Now that decision is looking 
really smart as the combined value 
of the current Sydney United first 
team squad is rated at a cool 
$5million. 

Remember it was just a few 
seasons ago when the entire 
Socceroo squad wouldn't have 
fetched much more than that figure 
so the wisdom of that youth policy 
is very evident. 

Unfortunately a youth policy 
gives a club an even bigger 
problem; that of continuing the flow 
of talent. 

That reputation of giving 
youngsters a chance spreads 
pretty quickly through the game 
and as a result most junior players 
would bust a gut to get into the 
Sydney United talent pipeline 
giving the United coaching staff a 
huge, if welcome, additional 
problem. 

And now with United's entry into

That will mean even more 
brilliant youngsters looking for 
eventual first team places. 

And at the end of the day only 


eleven players can take the field at 
any one time. 

Even with all the recent rule 
changes thrust upon the game that 
one hasn't altered - at least not 
yet. 
The trick now is maintaining that | 
fine balance between explosive 
youth and experience. 

The difference at United, of 
course, is that almost exclusively 
that experience has been nurtured 
through our own youth system. 

No doubt there will be players | 
moving onio overseas clubs at the 
end of the season - with the 
almost certainty that two of our 
stars will move on during it. | 

That in itself is vital to the | 
lifeblood of Sydney United, | 
providing the cash flow to not only 
develop the facilities at the ground 
but also to re-invest in the 
production of young talent. 

The signs are there that the well 
hasn't run dry either, with Sydney 
United still prominent in the Under | 
17 Joey programme. 

In fact Sydney United has been | 
rivalled by only one other club in 
Australia in recent years in regards 
to talent supplied to the four 
Australian national teams. 

Not one other Sydney team can 
boast anything like the 
achievements of United or 
Melbourne Knights, making that 
decision of some four seasons ago 
to stick to the kids a very shrewd 
and far-sighted one. 

Now, as a result, 'veterans' like 
Tony Popovic, Ante Moric, Mark 
Babic, Ante Milicic and Zeljko 
Kalac are strutting their stuff.

EVERY team in the league has a 
bogey team, one which it doesn't 
like playing, one which always 
seems to get the upper hand as far 
as results are concerned.

And that sums up the season so 
far, as United start to stretch out at 
the top of the league. 

The way that the rest have fallen 
off has surprised even United's 
reticent coach.

And now the club is looking 
forward to the top of the table 
Round 14 clash with Brisbane 
Strikers as a sell-out. 

Strangely the ‘fixture computer' 
has a home and away re-match in 
Rounds 13 and 14, giving a cup tie 
atmosphere to the season. 

"No-one could have predicted 
the way the two clubs would be," 
says club president, Ivan Simic.

But you can talk to him about the 
way his team is playing, and the 
master coach is clearly satisfied 
with his pupils — so far. 

Unfortunately it is almost a 
certainty that Tony Popovic will be 
off to Japan in February. 

"We can't hold him back," says 
lvan Simic.

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"NATURALLY you play where the 
coach tells you," answers Ante 
Moric to the question asked by 
many in the game, 'why is he 
playing full back instead of 
midfield?’ 
Last season the Socceroo 
played a prominent role in midfield 
and it was often his telling left foot 
crosses which led to all-important 
goals as United grabbed yet 


another Top Six spot. 
But this season has seen Ante's 
‘removal’ into the backline, 


incidentally a position which former 
Socceroo coach Eddie Thomson 
thought was his best.

“Our style is a good one - it gives 
us our two central defenders at the 
back, and a stopper, as well as that 
freedom to get forward whenever 
possible. 

“| don't have to stay back - | can 


get down the channel whenever 
possible." 

United's successful adaptation of 
the modern game is one of the 
reasons why the season has — 
staried so well for the Pumas — that 
and bucket-load of talent. 

And while Ante Moric would still 
prefer his ‘conventional’ role in 
midfield he has the final word on 
the switch to modern soccer.

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We're behind Australian soccer, all the way. 
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ANTE MILICIC has talent; there is 
no doubt about that. Some rate him 
as one of the most skilful bail 
players in Australia.Yet last 
season was certainly not one he 
would claim as his best. 

Flashes of magic reminded 
Australian soccer fans of the gifted 
ball player who set the World 
Youth Cup on fire in 1993, but they 
were all too frequent. 

So too were the goals which are 
the hallmark of any forward or 
attacking midfielder's stock in 
trade. 

Yet this season Ante has bagged 
more than his entire 95/96 total. 

His confidence is up, he is 
looking sharp — and it can be no 
coincidence that the Pumas are 
sitting on top of the league. 

“Against Perth wasn't one of my 
better games this season," he says 
"but I'm a lot happier with my 
overall form. 

“There is no disrespect to Perth 


intended but maybe we just took 


them a bit too lightly. 

"Or it could have been the heavy 
pitch or even just the psychological 
fact of coming down from playing a 
better team." 

That might be something that 
United has to get used to this 
season, playing teams which 
aren't of the same standard, that is, 
but it does give the back room 
boys some cause for concern. 

Already this season United has 
shown an alarming tendency to fall 
out of the game —~ but luckily they 
have also discovered the knack of 
shifting up a gear at will. 

They have done that against 
Wollongong, Perth, Olympic, 
Melbourne Knights and, most 
recently, Canberra Cosmos. 

Despite surrendering an early 
goal in these games they came 
back with apparent ease, although 
the revival against Wollongong 
was too late to grab maximum 
points. 

"That's the United problem of 
old," says Milicic. "We seem to fall 
asleep in games but this season 
we're able to come from behind. 

"Last season we couldn't do that

but we're doing it now." 

And one of those players who is 
adding to the score tally is Ante 
Milicic with four league goals. 

Another is David Zdrilic who is 
topping the scoring charts with 8.] 

But the United goals are coming 
freely from different areas in the 
team, aided by the side's ability to 
consistently get forward and 
penetrate the opposition penalty 
area — the scoring zone. 

Few of the United goals this 
season have come from outside 
that zone, although one 
memorable exception was Damir 
Cvetko's _ thirty-yard _ blaster 
against Melbourne Knights. 

"| don't know quite what it is," 
says Milicic. 

"Maybe it is something we are all 
eating, maybe our luck has turned 
around a bit as well. 

"But we are also a lot fitter as a 
team this season. 

"And the addition of Kresimir 
Marusic to the side, and his ability 
to score, has taken a bit of 
pressure off the forwards as well." 

That release of pressure has 
seen a much more potent Ante 
Milicic. 


"| think in the past that | have 
been a bit too unselfish,” he 
explains. 

"But now I'm trying to make sure 
that | am in the position to score. 

"The first thing is to make sure 
that the shot is on target and if you 
can keep on doing that then 
eventually the goals are going to 
go in." 

So with four goals already and 
last season's total tally topped, 
does Anite Milicic believe in setting 
targets? 

"| had a chat with the coach at the 
beginning of the season about 
that," he says, "and we agreed that 
if | can get between ten and twelve 
goals, and David Zdrilic can do the 
same, then we will be on target to 
do what we want to achieve as a 
team. 

“But others are scoring too, they 
are just slipping in.” 

And the BIG target? 

“We've said all along that if we 
are going to win this one then we 
have to finish first or second," says 
the hot shot, "that's our target, ifwe 
can do that then we can be 
champions."
